2. Citations and explanations: 

Claims 1-30 meet the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(2)-(3), because the prior art does not teach or fairly suggest a method of 
screening for compounds that effect the sterol biosynthesis pathway specifically using the promoter of the gene YMR325W. 

Friend et al. and Stoughton et al. each teach methods for screening compounds that affect biosynthesis pathways using S. cerevisaie 
generally. However, Friend et al. and Stoughton et al. fail to teach using the promoter of the gene YMR325W in their methods. 

Lai et al. And Kirsch et al. disclose the sterol biosynthesis pathway of S. cerevisaie; however, fail to teach screening methods and the 
use of the promoter of the gene YMR325W. 

Claims 1-30 meet the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(4), and thus have industrial applicability because the subject matter claimed 
can be made or used in industry. 
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
